N Yeiterday’s Courant we gavea rough Ac- 
count of the Progrefs of the D. of Savoy and 
P. Eugene in Piemon: and the Milanez, fuch 
as we could huddle up out of the Prints that 
* came to our Hands at abour 10a Clock the 
Night before. We hope the Publick will excufs us, 
if thinking the Actions of thofe 2 Princes deferve to 
be plac’d in the clear ft Light, we now give a more 
arderly and diftirct Relation of them: In which we 
will repeat no more from our Yefterday’s Paper, 

than the Thread of rhe Story necetiurily requires. 
Firft, we fall give, in Order of Time, the Mo- 
tions ef the Troops ef the Afines, and the Advan- 
tages they’ gain’d, from the sith of September, 
when they firft put themfelvesin Action afier the 
Victory they gain'd the 7h, to the 25ch when they 

took poffe.iion of the Cicy of Milan. 
From the Leiden Gazetre, da‘ed October 8. 

Turin, Sept. 15. The 1ith Inftant a Derachmentof 
Troops laid Siege to Chivas, That Day we had 
Advice, That the Marquis of Androno had pofted 
himfelf with 1oooo Vaudois in the Defiles through 
which the Enemy's Army would be oblig’d ‘to retire 
into Dauphine. The Night following 60 pieces of 
Cannon were embark’d on the Po, to be employ’d 
inthe Siege of Cazal. The 12th 3000 Horfes raken 
from the Enemy were ciftribured among our dif- 
mounted Cavalry. The13th Prince Eugene went to 
Chivas. That Day came Advice, That rhe Enemy 
were recir'd from .Pigncrol toward Dauphine, and 
that the Vaudois bad fa!len on their Réearguatd, and 
cut off a confiderable’: Number of their Men, The 
13th a Detachment was {ent towards Afti, ‘and an- 
other ro. the Valley of Aofte. The Duke of Savoy 
went from hence to the Siege of Chivas ; and at 
the fame Time Prince Ey gene with the greateft Parc 
of the Army of the Allies march’d ro attack Cazal, 
and make.an Irruprion in’o the Milaneze. To Day 
(the 15:h) we have Advice that the Garrifon of Chi- 
vas, confifting of 1300 Men furrendred at Difcre- 
tion after.a Sicge of 3 Days; im the Place were 
found 13 Cannon and great Stores‘of Ammunition 
and Provifions, ’Tis alfo 
ment of 200 Germans with fome Militia Have taken’ 
the Town and Caftle of Ivrea, making’ the Garri- 
fon Priforers of War, and taking in’ the Place’ 
300cco Crowns in Money: 
From the Leid. Gaz. Oct. 8. and Par. Let. of O&. 1. 
From the Duke of Orleans’sCamp at Oulx, Sept. 24. 


We have Advice that the Enemy have taken the’ 


Town and Caftle of Cazal by Surprize::. The Story 
is thus related. Collonel Paul Diack, who on the 
7th Inftaat-when the Battle: was fought before Tu- 
, Tin, deferted to the Enemy with 70 Huffars of the 
\Regiment that he commanded in our Service, told 
Prince Eugene fome Days.after, that when he took’ 


Service in thé Troops of the 2 Crowns, hé propos’d 


to himfelf to feek an Occafion to do the Emperour 


fome’ acceptable Piece ef Service, and that. he be- 


liev'd he had now a fair Opporcuniry of doing it 
by a Project he had forim’d’ to pur Cazal into the 
i Hands of the Duke of Savoy. Hereupon Prince 


Eugene trufting him with the Command of a De- 


tachment of Horfe, he cloath’d fome of his Detach- 
ment of Germans with the Mounting of our 70 
Huffars,. and wich a French:Srandard advanc’d to 
Caza!, where be had lately been Garrifon'’d with 
our Hoffars; ic nor being known he had deferted to 
the Evemv, he was readily admitted intothe Towr, 
it being heliew’d he was come to reinforce the. Garri- 
fon: Prefently he with his difeuis'd Huffars: ficz'd 
the Gates, and the reft of his Detachment haftening 


tohis Affiftance, he attack’d the Garrifon, which 
confifting of 3 Baitallions made great Refiftance, 
bur ar laft retir’d into the Caftle, where having nei- 
ther Provifions nor Ammunivion, they were fore’d fo 
yield chemfelves Prifoners of War. 

From the Amfterdam Gazette, dared Octob. 
* From the Duke of Savoy's Camp at San Germane, 
near Vercelli, Sept. :7 (rino and Crefcencino, have 
furrendred to us after the Example of Chivas. The 
Caftle of Ivrea and the Port of Bar have likewife 
furreudred ; and the Baron de St. Remy is Mafter’ 
of the Valicy of Aofte.

From Prince Eugene's Army encamp'd at Cezano, 

Sept. 25. Lhe 20th we inveited Novare, a Place 


on the Frortiec of the Milancze; and Prince Eu- * 


gene having fummon’d it to furrender by a Trumpet 
and 2 Cannon-thor, the Town{men rofe againft the 
Garrifon and forc’d th m to capitulate. The 21ft 
they march’d cut, in Number 500 Men of the 
Troops of this Country, but moft of them rook on 
in our Service ; and Prince Eugene put fome Troops 
into the Place. The 22d we march’d on to Trave- 
za; where we hait.d the 23d, as weilto wait for 
our Artillery which was behind, as to provide our 
felves with Bread and other Proviilions. The 24th 
we decamp’'d from thence and took our Way to Mi- 
lan along the Canal. Being come hither, the Ma- 
giftrates of Milan came at Night in their Habits of 
Ceremony, tender’d their Submiffion to Prince Eu- 
gene, prefented the Ke.s of that Capiral, and in+ 
vited him to it with fome Troops. His Highnefs 
gave them a favourable Recepiion, rewrn’d their 
Keys into the gilt Befon in which they were prefent- 
ed tohim, and made them fup wih him. To Day 
(the 25:h) his Highnefs has fent into Milan a De- 
tachrent commanded by the Prince of Darmftad 
and the Generals Vifconti and Feltz, with Order to 
expel all the French Inhabitants that are in it, and 
to fummon the Governour of the Caftle to furrenders 
«Milan, Sept. 25. Prince Eugene of Savoy advan- 
cing Yefterday with his Army within a League of 
this Capital, prefently fent a Trumper:to fammon 
it, -Thofe that were upon Guard at the Gate by 
whicl¢ he entred, as alfo on the Baftions, receiv’d 
him with loud Acclamations of Jong live the Emperor 
and|King Charles If: And had thofe 2 Monarchs 
themfelves come, they could hardly have receiv’d 
more Honour than this Trumpet, for the People 
flock’d- in Crowds about him, and gave unfeigned’ 
Demosftrations of their.extreme Joy for his coming, 
and for his inviting them to fubmic themfelves to 
their lawful Soveraign. - Our Magiftrates feeirg this, 
affembled extraordinarily in the Town-Houfe,and in 
the Evening deputed the Syndic and 7 others of the 
City-Council to Prince Eugene, to make their Sub-' 
miffion to him and prefent him the Kevs of the Citys. 
His, Highnefs is expefted to make his Entry to Day, 
or at leaft a Detachment of bis Troops 1o take Poi- 
feffioniof the City, and to attack the C«ftle in Cafe’ 
it will not voluntarily fubmir. We have Advice that 
Mortare has furrendred to Prince Eugene’s ‘Troops > 
and.’tis talk’d General Thaun with a Detachment: 
has pofffs'd bimfelf of Pavia. The Prince of Vaude- 
mont is retir’d with his Family and Eff ts ro Picig- 
hirone. Count Medavi is there likewile ; and rhe * 
Troops he commands are ftill in the C:emoneze, * 
the Report of their Arrival ac Abiagraffo proving * 
falfe. P.S. This eerie the Caftle uf rhis Capical * 
ilan offer’d to capitulate. nt 
fhall next what Meafures the Enemy ” 
‘thought to take, upos the Apprehenfion they were 
‘in chat the D, of Savoy and Prince Eugene 
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¢ withou: lofs of Time afcer their Victory before 
Turin, carn their’main Force again& the Milaneze. 


In Yefterday’s Courant we incerred an Article 
from Milan, taken from the Paris Gazette, which 
imported, Tharupon Confultation becween the 
Prince of Vaudemont and the Count de Medavi, 
what Meafures to take to cover the Milaneze from 
the Enterpriz:s of the Imperialifts, was refolv'd, 
4 That the Prince of Vaudemont fhould continue to 
* furnith the Places of S:rength bordering on Picmont 
« wich Ammunition and Provifions: That he fhould 
© draw together the Troops of the Milancze, and 
« raife the Militia co guard the paffages ; and that 
‘the Count de Medavi should fend chither pare of 
{the Troops he commands, and march thither in 
Peifon wih a great Number if Need fhould be. 


That in the mean time compured there were 


in the Mila. ze and the Man:uam 25000 Men of 
* regular [roops. 
Privce of Vaudemont and the Count de Medavi, dn 
their pare: And ’tis like wife to be abferv'd, that the 
Duke of O lescs on his fide, well knowing how 
much the Troops in the Milaneze wanted a Rein- 
forcement, was no fooner retir'd ro Oulx, but (as 
the Peris Leiter of September 24 and 27 teils us,) 
norwi hftanding his Wounds, be mounted on Horfe- 
back and rook acareful Review of the Remains of 
his Army, and detach’d 25 of the beft Batrallions 
and 30 Squadrons, under the Count of Albergottt 
to pals Mount Sr. Bernard and take the Rouse of the 
Valley of Aofte to ger to the Milaneze.

From the Amfterdam Cazete, dared Oct 8 
Roveredo, Sept. 26. Letters from: Milan of the 
22d Inftant fay the Prince and Princefs of Vau- 
d:mont left that City a few Days before, after ha- 
ving fent away the beft of their Furniture and. Ef 
fects out of the Palace, which caus’d a great Con- 
fternation in the Ciry. Gemeral Medavi on 
foon after, and miffing the Prince, follow'd him po 
to Pizigbirone, whence they rerurn’d together to 
Milan on Saturday, but on Sunday went back agen 
to Pizighitone. ’Tis faid thei Princefs is gone to 
Piacenza. The.Duke del Scfto, and feveral others 
rhat are in the Intereft of France, have alfo teft 
Milan.
